' LEAGUE: - 


When steam trains first made 
their appearance there was “8 
general outcry against them.. The 
average man pooh-poohed the pos- 
sibility of their survival, and the 
untimely death of Mr, Huskinson, 
who was run over at.the opening 
ceremony of the Mersey Railway, 
was hailed as a judgment. The 
pioneers of motoring were similarly 
obstructed to an even greater ex- 
tent, for the owners of early cars 
had tp cope in addition with the 
curse of over-enthusiasm. ° Even: if 
the average -car-owner of thirty 
‘pride of 
ownership by a sense of proportion, 
his wife and family could always 
be relied upon to set up a boasting. 
standard which no car of that 
period could possibly achieve. The 
Inevitable result was that the 
actual achievements of thoso motor- 
ing pioneers were entirely eclipsed 
by the gibes and sneers.evoked by 
failure to attain the speed and ef- 
ficiency so inancly promised, The 
wonder of a motor-trip of twelve 
miles in an hour was regarded 
merely a8 failure to cover the 
vaunted sixty miles in the same 
period. : 

The League of Nations is suffer- 
ing from precisely the same evil to- 
day, ond to an extent that has 
caused the average person complete- 
ly to loso sight of reality. When 
‘the Great War enabled nations to 
renlisa at last that their only hope 
of recovering from the penalties of 
inane isolation lay in.sane co-opera- 
tion, the League was formed for the 
primary purpose of inventing and 
developing -that hope.

We must 
realise, above all, the League of 
Nations is the only hope of 
humanity and that therefore it must 
not be easily abandoned at the be- 
hest of those who would batten on 
the world’s wars and who have 
found in the foolish claims of the 
extremists their only: weapon 
against the League, 
Peace and Honours.

Apart . from what positivist 


‘thinkers may regard as practical 


results, such international insti- 
tutions as the League of Nations 
perform excellent services to the 


1} World in striking off from time 


to time iNuminating phrases. : It 
is even possible to sco in these 
occasional pronouncements which 
receive much publicity the real 
work of the League. Thus 
Mr. © Arthur Henderson — re- 
cently recalled that in the pnst 
the conception of national honour 
made it necessary for nations to 
go to war; but that a truer con- 
ception of the requirements of 
national honour would ‘keep 
nationg at peace. There is per- 
haps nothing especially original 
in the remark, but it docs bring 
into prominence the old foolish 
idea of national honour. If a 
nation were offended—not in- 
jured, not menaced,. but merely 
offended—it would have consider- 
ed it disgraceful, humiliating and 
deeply prejudicial not to issue or 
to return a challenge.- It had 
its artificial points of honour 
which were more important than 
its interests, its inclinations’ and 
its fate. At least such was the 
theory. Men sought honour in 
war. “And if it be a sin to covet 
honour, I am the most offending 
soul alive!” cried Shakespear's 
}Henry V; and that was the key- 
note of armed conflict. In duel- 
ing the same code, utterly 
divorced from reality, prevailed; 
and because a man had looked 
askance at‘or had jostled another, 
or had: quarrelled-on any matter 
affecting honour, « recourse to 
‘arms was considered the only 
course. Ono may smile at theso 
‘obligations now; but they rémain- 
ed obligations of honourable men 
in many countries until — recent 
times. What a strange concep- 
tion of honour it was that com- 
pelled nations to resent certain 
things so seriously as to fight ‘for 
a word, that called. for precisely 
ponned apologics which the other 
country in its turn refused in the 
nhme of honour! Without being 
any less a patriot, one’can find 
mutch that was purely fictitious in 
these forms of honour. But even 
if one assumes that, under (the 
laws of honour, a ‘nation was 
formerly justified in going to war, 
it is surely clear to-day that there 
is a still higher Inw of national 
honour which demands the pre- 
servation of peace. The mnjority 
of the.nations have signed a pact 
which forbids. and outlaws.’ war.

’ TRAGEDY FOLLOWS | 
- + FRACAS. 


THREE FUKIENESE FACE 
FURDER CHARGE‘ 


A fracas among the steerage 
passengers on the Dutch steamer 
Tjisadane on August 24 led to the 
apptarance of three Fukienese be. 
fore Mr. Fraser at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
on a charge of the murder of an- 
other passenger, Ho Gin-shuen. 

Defendants are Li Po, Po Ho 
and So’ Ming-shui, who were 
originally charged with causing 
‘grievous bodily harm, but on the 
denth of Ho Gin-shuen the indict- 


-‘Tment was altered to one of mur- 


der. 

Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith appear- 
ed for the Crown, while Mr. Peter 
Sin was for the second defendant. 
Outlining the case, Mr. Whyte- 
Smith said; : 

“The ss, Tjisadane, of the 
Java-China-Japan-Lijn, arrived in 
port on August 23 and tied up to 
a buoy in the harbour. She came 
from the Dutch East Indies and 
had about 1,500 Chinese on board, 
all of whom embarked at various 
ports in the Dutch East Indies. 

_“The Chinese concerned in this 
case are Fukienese. The voyage 
had been. uneventful; there hed 
been: no trouble on board. On 
August 24, while the ship was still 
lying at the buoy, about 8 a.m., 
two of the ship’s officers who were 
on the upper deck heard the sound 
of a scuffle and shouting on the 
deck below which is generally 
known as the upper tween-deck. 
These two officers rushed down 
and fotind a man lying on the deck 
with his jucket covered with blood 
while others were standing round 
him and beating him with sticks 
and poles. 

“The officers dispersed the 
crowd and went to the assistance 
of the wounded. man. He had a 
atab-wound on his breast, and was 
evidently seriously injured. The 


‘Tofficers get the ship's doctor. and 


the wounded man was carried to 
the’ ship's hospital, 


Accused Arrested. 


“The wounded man turned out 
to be named Ho Gin-shuen, a 
Fukienese., Inquiries were made 
and as a result of these inquiries, 
the accused in this case were ar- 
rested. Whon I say arrested, I 
mean they were handcuffed and 
detained by the ship’s officers. 


|The Police flag was hoisted and a 


Police launch in due course came 
alongside the ship. The wound- 
ed man was removed to the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital and the 
three accused were removed to the 
Water Police Station. ! 
“The wounded man was admit- 
ted to ‘hospital at 9.40 a.m. on 
August 24, At 11 a.m., his condi- 
tion was considered so serious he

ill, and it was accordingly decided 
that a dying deposition be taken. 

“At 1280 p.m., after the re 
quisite notice: had beon served, a 
dying deposition was taken. This 
dying deposition was taken by 
Mr. E:T, Wynne-Jones. In his de- 
position, the deceased—I will call 
him deceased now, your: Worship 
—said that at 8 a.m., he went up 
the steps from tho deck on which 
he slept to the upper deck. In 
doing so he knocked against the 
first accused, and ho said that the 
first accused struck him with a 
pole, and that the first, second arid 
third accused all chased him and 
that he went to the side of the 
ship. He sald that the second 
and third accused poked him with 
a pole and that the firat necused 
“ook out a knife and stabbed him. 
The words he used were that the 
first accused struck him with a 
knife. He also said he knew these 
men because he had played cards 
with them. Whether that formed a 
motive for the assault or not, I 
am not in a-position to say. ; 

“Now your Worship this dying 
deposition is corroborated to a 
certain. extent. An.uncle of the 
deceased was travelling on the 
same ship and his bed-space was 
not far from that of the deceased. 
He will say that at 8 a.m, he ‘saw 
the doceased ‘going. up the steps 
to the upper deck. A few mo- 
ments later, he will say, he saw 
him running down, chased by sev- 
eral men. He will say that he 
saw the first accused produce a 
knife and stab deceased in the 
chest whilé other men held him. 


Discharged ‘from Hospital. 


“To return to the Government 
Civil Hospital. After the dying 
deposition had boen taken the de- 
ceased appeared to make a very 
rapid recovery and it was found 
difficult to keep him in. bed. He 
snoid he was all right and he ap- 
peared to bo ‘all. right. He was 
actually discharged frofn hospital 
on August 30. He had nowhere 
to go a8 he had no friends in 
Hongkong, ond had practically no 
money. _It was arranged for him 
o stay at the Water Police Sta- 
‘ion pending inquiries. The fol- 
lowing day, he collapsed at. the 
Water Police Station and an am- 
bulance was sent for to take him 
to the Kowloon Hospital, but he 
died on the way. 

“I have not seen. the medical re- 
port of Dr. Smalley, who conduct- 
ed. the post mortem examination 
of the body, ‘but he will say that 
death was the direct. result of this 
stab in the chest. 

“The only other point I need 
mention is the statement that 
wos made by tho first accused in 
answer to the chargo of causing 
grievous bodily harm, He said 
he did not know who struck tho 
deceased .with. a knife. There 
wore many people who took part 
in the fight. The second accused 


‘denied having assaulted deceased,

Mr. Whyte-Smith wont on to say 
that a knife wos found on deck, 
but so far as ho could see, he did 
not think’ the wenpon had any. 
thing to do with case. According 
to the deceased, the knife’ with 
which he was stabbed was not a 
folding one and the one found was. 
There was another fight, but the 
result of that. fight was not so 
disastrous, concluded Mr. Whyte- 
Smith. Paral

From the wound in the chest, 
there was a profuse bleeding.

Trentment was administered to 
the patient and the bleeding was 
stopped.

The declarer’s rfext play was 
the six of hearts, the 10 being 
finessed from dummy. It looked 
quite natural for North to win the 
trick with the jack, ut here is 
where he pulled off his false card 
play—he won the trick with the 
king and then returned the four 
of spades which East won with 
the king, The declarer led the ace 
of cluba, South's jack: falling, on 
the trick and a small heart was 
discarded from dummy. He then 
led the deuce of hearts, and due 
49 the false-carding by winning 
the trick with the king, the de- 
clarer thought that South held the 
jack and now finessed the nine of 
hearts which North won with the 
jack and feturned the seven of 
clubs. Declarer finessed the nine 
snot and then cashed his king of 
elubs, but he was now forced to 
lore the Inst two snade tricks.” 

The declarer should not have 
been deceived by the falae-carding 
because if South had_ held ‘four 
hearts to the iack and only four 
spades he would have undoubtedly 
ovened the hearts rather than the 
four-card spade suit as the spades 
had heen bid, By Enst. Knowing 
that South does not hold four 
henrts, the decIarer could get 4 
nerfest count on the hand and 
should go up with the aueen of 
hearts knowing that they will 
break. In this manner he would 
have made n small slam.

A WORD FOR THE © 
LEAGUE | ° | 


When steam trains first made 
their appearance there was & 
general outcry against them. “The 
average man pooh-poohed the pos- 
sibility of their survival, and the 
untimely death of Mr, Huskinson, 
who was run over at the opening 
ceremony of the Mersey Railway, 
was hailed ag n judgment. The 
pioneers of motoring were similarly 
obstructed to an even grenter ex- 
tent; for the ‘owners of enrly cars 
had to cope in addition ‘with the 
curse of over-enthusiasm, Even if 
the average. car-owner of thirty 
year ago tempered his pride of 
ownership by a sense of proportion, 
his wife and family could always 
be relied upon to ect up a boasting 
stundard which no car of that 
period could possibly achieve. The 
inevitable result was that. the 
actual achievements of those motor- 
ing pioneers were entirely eclipsed 
by the gibes and sneers evoked by 
failure to attain the speed and ef- 
ficiency so inancly promised. The 
wonder. of a motor-trip of twelve 
miles -in an hour was regarded 
merely a8 failure to cover the 
vaunted sixty miles'in the same 
period. 

The League of Nations is suffer- 
ing from precisely the same evil to- 
day, and to an extent that has 
enused the average person complete- 
ly to lose sight of reality. When 
the Great War enabled nations to 
realise at Inst that,their only hope 
of recovering from the penalties of 
dnane igolation lay in sane co-opera- 
tion, the League was formed for tho 
primary. purpose of inventing and 
developing that hope. The League 
quickly realised that a paramount 
need was the elimination of war, 
and, as a natural corollary, that dis- 
armament is an integral factor of 
that need. Tho progress * and 
achiovements of tho League to date,. 
however, have bean eclipsed In the 


‘teyes of tho ayerago citizen, in 


precisely the same Way ag wore 
early motoring triumphs, by- dis- 
nppointmont * because’.'tho frothy 
claims of-unbalanced ~ onthusiasts 
havo not at once materialised. As 


as though the League had in a fow 


months adjusted tho ovils of many 
centuries of growth. The result fs 
palpable, “Every time 6. nation 
shows signs of pugnacity, covery 
time a battleship is launched, ‘the 
ery is ralsed that the Lengue has 
failed. Stopped - wars, adjusted 
quarrels, all the achicvements of the 
League ‘sto regarded as‘ tho 
equivalent of the 12 m.p-h. of thoso 
early motors, and their inability to 
run at 60 mp.h. as had been foolish- 


[ly promised on their behalf, 


Let tho detractors of the League 


‘| remember, however, that railways 


survived to become a boon and a 
necessity, and that motors can now 
run at over 200 miles per hour. 
Let them realise, too, that the 
development of raflways,and motors 
is duo ‘to perseverance’ in ‘spite of 
obstructive difficulties. We musi 
realise, above all, the League ‘of 
\Nations is tho only hopo of 
humanity and that therefore it must 
not be easily abandoned at the be- 
hest of those who would batten on 
the world’s. wars and who have 
found in the foolish claims of the 
extremiats their only’ weapon 
against the League. 


Pence and Honours. 


Apart from what positivist 
thinkers may regard as practical 
results, such international insti- 
tutions as the League of Nations 
perform excellent services to the 
world in striking off from time 
to time illuminating phrases. It 
is even possible to see in these 
ocensional pronouncements which 
receive much publicity the real 
work of the League. Thus 
Mr. Arthur Henderson — re- 
cently recalled that in the past 
the conception of national honour 
made it necessary for nations to 
ro to war; but that a truer con- 
ception of the requirements of 
national honovr would keep 
nations at peace. , There is per- 
haps nothing especially * original 
in the remark, but it does bring. 
into prominence the old foolish 
idea. of national honour, If 8 
nation were offended—not in- 
jured, not menaced, but merely 
offended—it would have c ler 
ed it: disgraceful, humiliating > nd 
deeply ‘prejudicial not to issue or 
to return a challenge. It had. 
its artificial points of honour 
which were more important than 
its interests, its inclinations and 
its fate. At least such. was” the 
theory. Men sought honoyr in 
war.. “And if it be a sin to covet 
Honour, I am the most. offending 
soul alive!” erled Shakespear's 
Henry V; and that was: the key- 
note of armed conflict. In duel- 
ing the same _ code, utterly 
divorced from reality, previiiled; 
and because a man had looked 
askance at or had jostled another, 
or had quarrelled on any matter 
affecting ‘honour, 2 recourse to 
arms was considered the’ only 
course. One may smile at these 
obligations now; but they remain- 
ed obligations of honourable men 
in many countries until recent 
times. -What a strange concop- 
tion of honour it was that com- 
pelled nations to resent certain 
things so seriously as to fight for 
a word, that called for precisely 
penned apologics which the other 
country in its turn refused in the 
name of honour! Without being 
any less a patriot, one can find 
much that was purely fictitious in 
these forms of honour. But even 
if one assumes that, under the 
laws of honour, a- nation was 
formerly justified In going to war, 
it is surely clear to-day that there 
is a still higher Jaw of national 
honour which demands the pre- 
sorvation of peace. ‘The majority 
of the nations have signed a pact 
which forbids and outlaws ‘war. 
To brenk that pact sould be dis- 
honourable. Honoyr should con- 
sist in keoping engagemonts, and 
here fs tho - most ‘solémn of. en- 
gagements. Certainly it ia good 
to furnish the feclng of national 
honour and to take pride. in it, 
provided

TRAGEDY FOLLOWS 
FRACAS. - 


THREE FUKIENESE FACE 
FURDER CHARGE 


A fracas among the steerage 
passcrigers on the Dutch steamer 
Tjisndanc on August 24 lod to the 
appearance of three Fukicnese be. 
fore Mr. Fraser at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 
on a charge of the murder of an- 
other passenger, Ho Gin-ahuon. 

Defendants ore Li: Po, Po Ho 
and So Ming-shui, who were 
originally charged with causing 
gricvous bodily harm, but on the 
death of Ho Gin-shuen the indict- 
ment was altered to one of mur- 
der. 

Mr. T. S. Whyte-Smith appear- 


‘Yed for the Crown, while Mr, Peter 


Sin was for the second defendant. 
Outlining. the case, Mr. Whyte- 
Smith said: : 

“fhe 8.8. Tjisadane, . of the 
Jaya-China-Japan-Lijn, arrived in 
port on August 23 and tied up to 
n buoy in the harbour. She came 
from the Dutch East Indies and 
had about 1,500 Chinese on board, 
all of whom embarked at various 
ports in the Dutch East Jndtes. 

“phe Chinese concerned in this 
cense wre Fukienese. The voynge 
ling been uneventful; there liad 
been no trouble on board. On 
August 24, while the ship was still 
lying at the buoy, about 3 am, 
two of the ship's officers who were 
on the upper deck heard the sound 


of a scuMe and shotting on. the}: 


deck below which is generally 
known as the upper tween-deck. 
These two officers rushed down 
and found a man lying on the deck 
with his jacket covered with blood 
while others were standing round 
him and beating him with. sticks 
and poles. x : 

officers dispersed the 

stance 
of the wounded man. had a 
stab-wound on his breast, and was 
evidently seriously injured. The 


officers gct the ship's doctor and 


the wounded man was carried to 
the ship’s hospital. 


Accused Arrested. 


“The wounded man turned out 
to bo named Ho Gin-shuen, a 
Fukienese. Inquiries were made 
and as a result of these inquiries. 
the accuscd-in this case were dr- 
rested. When I say arrested, 1 
mean they were handcuffed and 
detained “by the ship's 
The Polico flag was hoisted and a 
Police launch in duc course came 
alongside the ship. The wound- 
ed man was removed to the Gov- 
ernment Civil Hospital and the 
three accused were removed to the 
Water Police Station. 

“The wounded man.was admit- 
ted to hospital at 9.40 a.m. on 
August 24, At 11 a.m,, his condi- 
tion was considered so serlous he

“At 12.80 p.m., after tho re- 
quisite notice had been served, a 
dying deposition was taken. This 
dying deposition ‘was taken by 
Mr. E. I. Wynne-Jones. In his de- 
position, the deceased—I will call 
him deceased — now, your Worship 
—asaid that at 8 a.m,,.he wont up 
the steps from ‘the deck on which 
he slept to the upper deck, In 
doing so ho knocked against the 
first accused, and he said that the 
first accused struck him with a 
pole, and that the first, second and 
third necused all chased him and 
that he went to the side of the 
ship. He said that the second 
and third accused poked him with 
a pole and that the first accused 
“ook out a knife and stabbed him. 
The words he used were that the 
first accused struck him with a 
knife. He also siid he knew these 
men because he had played cards 
with them. Whether that formed a 
motive for the assault or not, I 
am not ina position to say. 
“Now your Worship: this dying 
deposition is corroborated to a 
certain extent. An uncle of the 
deceased was travelling on the 
same ship and his bed-space was 
not far from that of the deceased. 
He will say that at 8 a.m, he saw 
the. deceased going up the steps 
to the upper deck. A few mo- 
ments later, he will say, he saw 
him running down, chased by sev- 
eral'men. He will say that he 
suw the first accused produce no 
knife and, stab deceased in the 
chest. while other men held him. 


Discharged from Hospital. 


“To return to the Government 
Civil Hospital. After the dying 
deposition had beon taken the de- 
ceased appeared to make a very 
rapid recovery and it was found 
dificult- to keep him in bed. He 
said he was all right and he ap- 
peared to be all right. He was 
actually discharged from hospital 
on August 30. He had nowhere 
to go as he had. no friends in 
Hongkong, and had practically no 
money. It was arranged for him 
o-stay at the Water~ Police Sta- 
‘ion pending inquiries. The fol- 
lowing day, he collapsed at the 
Water Police Station and, an am- 
bulance wns sent for to take. him 
to the Kowloon Hospital, but he 
died on the way. ‘ Bae: 

“T have, not seen the medical re- 
port of Dr. Smalley, who conduct- 
ed the post mortem examination 
of the body, but he will say that 
death was the direct result of thi 
stab in the chest. ; 

“The ‘only other point I need 
mention is the statement - tha: 
wos made by the first accused in 


tnnswer to the charge of causing 


grievous bodily harm. Ue said 
he did not know who struck the 
deceased with a knife. There 


swere many people who’ took part 


in the fight. The second accused 
denied having assaulted deceased, 


ing. at the time. 

“In answer to the charge of 
murder, flrat accused said he did 
not stab the deceased, and that ho 
was not present when tho fight 
took place. Tho sccond and third 
accused denied the charge.” : 

Mr. Whyte-Smith went on-to ssy 
that a knife was‘ found on deck. 
but so far as he could seo, ho did 
not think the weapon had any: 
thing to do with case. According 
to the: deceased, the knife with 
which he was stabbed was not 2 
folding one and the one found was. 
There was another fight, but the 
result of that fight was not 50 
disnatrous, concluded Mr. Whyte- 
Smith. .
